SOUTHERN'S  Moccasins  for  1926  will  go  clown  in  Florida  college  history  as  the 
i>rtatest  array  of  fighting  football  players  ever  to  battle  on  a  Southern  gridiron. 
While  they  did  not  startle  the  world  with  flaming  pictures  of  their  gridiron  triumphs, 
tliey  did  excite  comment  on  every  field  upon  which  they  appeared  because  of  their 
fight  and  gameness.     The  "Mocs"  won  four  games  and  dropped  an  equal  number. 

Rollins  fell  before  the  Southern  attack  November  20  to  the  rather  humiliating  count  of 
3S-0.  Just  a  little  over  a  week  before  that  the  South  Georgia  Aggies  were  buried  under 
a  scoring  avalanche  which  registered  54-0.  On  October  2i  the  Erskine  Collegians  from 
South  Carolina  invaded  the  Moccasins  on  their  new  field  and  were  repelled  by  a  29-0 
defeat.  In  the  only  other  game  which  the  Southerners  won,  they  trimmed  the  Piedmont 
College  team  39-0  in  the  opening  battle  of  the  season  at  home. 

The  team  which  won  such  lavish  praise  for  its  grit  in  all  sections  where  it  played  lost 
its  first  game  of  the  season  to  the  University  of  Florida  Gators,  but  only  after  having 
battled  them  to  a  standstill  in  the  first  half.  This  game,  played  on  the  University  field, 
September  25,  w^ound  up:  Florida  16,  Southern  o.  The  next  reverse  came  October  16,  when 
the  Moccasins,  accompanied  by  President  Spivey.  went  to  Birmingham.  The  Birmingham- 
Southern  Panthers  finally  nosed  the  Moccasins  out  26  to  13,  but  not  until  they  were  forced 
to  realize  that  Southern's  team  was  one  of  their  most  worthy  foes  of  the  entire  season. 

Coach  McQuillan's  Stetson  Hatters  accepted  the  breaks  of  the  game  at  its  start  in 
the  battle  of  De  Land,  November  6,  and  triumphed  over  the  Mocs  17-0,  while  the  Uni- 
versity of  Louisville,  in  possession  of  Freddy  Koster,  high  point  man  of  Southern  football, 
came  to  Lakeland  Thanksgiving  Day  and  humbled  the  Moccasin  team  13  to  3.  However, 
it  must  be  admitted  l)y  all  tliat  the  Southerners  threw  a  scare  into  the  highly  touted 
Cardinals  by  leading  3-0  at  the  end  of  the  first  half.  This  game  not  only  ended  the 
season  but  also  ended  the  football  careers  of  Captain  "Red"  Watkins.  Silas  Greene.  Roy 
Lott,  Dewey  Spooner  and  Joe  Tolle.
